Daniels. 


Governor Cox's message said: 
\ 


"It Is my hope that every request 


and recommendation made, and to be 
made, 'by your body will receive the 
serious consideration of all parties in- 
terested. Nothing would displease me 
more than to see our government and 
our people forget the great service 
rendered by- your members in the 
successful war struggle in behalf of 
civilization. I hope the activities of 
your organization will assist In keep- 
ing fresh In the minds of our people 
the duty and obligation our country 
owes to those who served in time of 
need." 


Senator Harding wrote:

paign to Force Cut in Prices 
Charged by Restaurants 


CHICAGO, Sept. 24.—Managers of 


five leading hotels and of two restau- 
rant chains, have been summoned to 
appear today before the city council's 
committee on living costs, .An 
an- 


nouncement by Chairman Max Adam- 
owskl said that - they would be asked 
to explain "why their prices have 
not been reduced in proportion to the 
dtop in wholesale food prices." 


At a conference last night, Alderman 


AdnmowskI added, K. j: Stevens, man- 
ager of another big hotel, promised 
"an immediate downward revision In 
prices:" 


"We havo the facts arid figures to 


prove to these gentlemen.'^the alder- 
man said, "that they have been, profit- 
eering. We believe that they will agree 
that the war is ove,r and reduce their 
prices. If they do not they face a 
withering combination of prosecution 
and pitiless publicity. 


"Potatoes have dropped from $9.50 


a hundred pounds to »2.50. yet an or- 
der of potatoes still costs from 15 to 
40 cents.

System in Last 28 Years 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—New high 


schools have been added to tho Amer- 
ican educational system at tho rale of 
at least one. a day during the last 2S 
years. 


Statistics compiled by the. federal 


bureau of education show that there 
are now more than 17,000 such schools, 
*n Increase of 452 per cent over tbc 
number in 1S90. Attendance 
figures 


from H.OOO of the schools give a lot.il 
of U15.61* scholars, indicating in ef- 
fect that one-tenth of the population 
In getting high school educations, the 
bureau states. 


Only 632 of the schools reporting 


to th* bureau enroll 500 Itudents each 
and 178 enroll over 1.000. while one- 


half of the 13,951 schools tabulated 
have nn enrollment of between 27 and 
100 students. City high schools con- 
stitute less than 10 per cent of the 
total. TheT enroll 52 per cent of all 
students. Almost S5 per cent of tho 
high schools are rural wilh 40 per 
cent* of the students. 


As 65 per cent of the schools offer- 


Ing a four-year course have terms of 
only 1SO days during the year, a longer 
school term 1s "unmistakably fore- 
shadowed." according to bureau offi- 
eMats. The schools cost thousands of 
dollars to erect und to utlliie the prop- 
erty for only ISO days Is "bad Judg- 
ment." the statement said. 


The number of high school gradu- 


ates has Increased from 21.SS2 in 1SSO 
to 224.3S7 In IMS. Considering the In- 
crease In population during this peri- 
od, it Is found that American youlhs 
are becoming over six times as well 
educated ns they were.
